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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the first office action for U.S. Application 10/618,847 for a Multi-Use 
Device Mounting System and Method filed on January 25, 2007. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election with traverse of Invention 1 , Species 2 in the reply filed on 
January 10, 2007 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the identified 
different species are different modes for the same apparatus. This is not found 
persuasive because the species shown in figures 1 , 4, and 7 are all independent or 
distinct because the three species all contain a different number of legs.. Species 1 
only shows one leg 1 10 extending from a head, species 2 shows a tripod assembly of 
three legs 1 10 with a head above and connected to the legs, and species 3 shows a 
tripod assembly with three legs 1 10 with a mount, a leg 1 10 above the mount, and a 
head above the single leg. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.
